District Retires Jerseys of Alumni NBA Greats

Romulus High School recently cele- 
brated the long and proud history of its 
basketball program with a-special cer- 
emony honoring three alumni who went 
onto become stars in the National Bas- 
ketball Association. The players — John 
Long, Grant Long, and Terry Mills — 
were presented with their retired jerseys 
by Romulus Community Schools Ath- 
letic Director Mark Woodson and former 
RHS basketball coaches Jesse Meri- 
weather (who coached John Long) and 
A| Wilkerson (who coached the others). 

"Romulus is one of only a handful of 
high schools in the United States that 
has had three alumni play in the NBA at 
the same time,” noted district spokes- 
person Dick Kruse. "The entire Romu- 
lus community can be proud of these 


three gentlemen and their distinguished 


basketball careers. They have brought 
much acclaim and honor to Romulus, 
and also set high standards for future 
generations to match." 

John Long, who wore #50 during 
his four-year varsity career at RHS, 
graduated in 1974. Inhis senior year, he 
was selected to the All-State team, and 


was a fourth-team All-American selec- 
tion. Atthe University of Detroit, the 6'5" 
shooting guard led the Titans to two 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
post-season tournament appearances. 

John Long was selected in the sec- 
ond round of the 1978 NBA Draft by the 
Detroit Pistons, and was a member of 
the 1989 World Champion Pistons team. 
He also played for the Indiana Pacers, 
the Atlanta Hawks, and the Toronto 
Raptors before retiring. 

Grant Long, #32, was a 1984 RHS 
graduate who played three years for the 
Eagles and led them to a district cham- 
pionship in 1984. He also earned All- 
League and All-State honors in both of 
his final two seasons. At Eastern Michi- 
gan University, Long helped the then- 
Hurons earn an NCAA berth in 1988. He 
was honored with the Mid-American 
Conference's Most Valuable Player 
Award in 1988, and also received nu- 
merous All-American designations. 

Grant Long was selected by Miami 
in the second round of the 1988 NBA 
Draft. During his time with the Heat, the 
6'9" power forward was elected captain 


and earned a reputation as an aggres- 
sive defensive specialist with strong 
rebounding skills. Otherteams for which 
he played before his retirement were 
the Hawks and Pistons as well as the 
Vancouver and Memphis Grizzlies and 
the Boston Celtics. 

Terry Mills, #52, was a 1986 RHS 
graduate who was athree-time All-State 
selection during his four-year varsity 
career. AS asenior, he led the Eagles to 
the 1986 Michigan High School Athletic 
Association Class "A" Championship, 
and was named Michigan's "Mr. Basket- 
ball" for 1986. He was also a first-team 
All-American selection and was named 
as co-national Player of the Year. Atthe 
University of Michigan, Mills helped his 
team win the 1989 NCAA champion- 
ship. His scoring, rebounding, and un- 
selfish play were great assets to the 
Wolverines during his four-year career. 

Mills was drafted in the first round of 
the 1990 NBA Draft by the Milwaukee 
Bucks. The 6'10" power forward, known 
for his 3-point shooting expertise, played 
for the Denver Nuggets, New Jersey 
Nets, Pistons, Heat, and Pacers. 4

A Look Ahead at the 110th Congress

As we begin the New Year, | wantto 
take this opportunity to share with you 
some thoughts about the past year and 
to look ahead to the new Congress. If we 
roll up our sleeves and are prepared to 
reach across party lines, we have the 
opportunity in the 110th Congress to 
make progress on many of the nation’s 
mostpressing priorities, including chang- 
ing course in lrag, addressing urgent 
needs here athome, and restoring fiscal 
discipline. 

As the new chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, | will continue to 
work to strengthen our nation’s defenses, 
focus on the threat from terrorism, and 
support our troops. Our first priority must 
be changing the course in Iraq. In the 
recent election, the message came dra- 
matically from the American people that 
we need to find a new way forward. 
Democrats and a growing number of 
Republicans believe we should begina 
- phased redeployment of U.S. troops in 
the next four to six months to make clear 
to the Iraqis that our military presence is 
not open-ended and that their future is in 
their hands, not ours. 

At the top of the domestic agenda 
this year must be stopping the hemor- 
rhaging of manufacturing jobs from the 
United States. We have lost 2.9 million 
manufacturing jobs nationwide since 
2001 — including 200,000 in Michigan — 
and the Administration has not taken 
serious action. To create and retain 
manufacturing jobs, we need to address 
other countries’ restrictions on access 
to our exports; unfair currency manipula- 
tion by other countries, which in effect 
subsidizes their products while making 
American products more expensive; and 
the skyrocketing trade deficits we have 
with many of our trading partners. For 
the longer term, America needs a new 
energy policy thatincludes moving away 
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from petroleum and toward alternative 
fuels. We need a comprehensive initia- 
tive to produce a large number of vehi- 
cles that can run on alternative fuels 
such as ethanol and hydrogen and to 
create new, leap-ahead technologies 
that will boost our manufacturing indus- 
try while protecting the environmentand 
reducing our dependence on foreign oil. 

Another high priority this year must 
be improving the Medicare prescription 
drug benefit by closing the “doughnut 
hole" coverage gap, making it easier for 
generic equivalents to get to market, 
and allowing the government to negoti- 
ate for lower drug prices. We also need 
to make a new attempt to fund embry- 
onic stem cell research, which Presi- 
dent Bush blocked last year withthe first 
and only veto of his presidency. Addi- 
tionally, we need to reduce interest rates 
on college loans, keep the promise of 
the No Child Left Behind Act by finally 
providing the necessary funding, and 
give the lowest wage workers a raise by 
increasing the minimum wage for the 
first time in a decade. 

As the new chairman of the Perma- 
nent Subcommittee on Investigations, 
my personal priorities in the next Con- 
gress will include taking action against 
offshore tax havens, which give tax 
dodgers a way to avoid their tax bills and 
leave them for others to pay, and against 
abusive practices by creditcard compa- 
nies. And as co-chairman of the Great 
Lakes Task Force, | will continue to fight 
for the restoration and protection of the 
Great Lakes, and will work to implement 
many of the recommendations of the 
Great Lakes Regional Collaboration. 

Underlying every debate in the next 
Congress will be two crucial issues left 
over from this session — the enormous 
federal debt and the need for serious 
ethics reform. The federal debt has 
reached an astounding $8.6 trillion — or 
more than $28,000 per person — and is 
getting worse fast. In the coming Con- 
gress, we should restore the "pay-as- 
you-go’ rules that require new spending 
increases and tax cuts be offset else- 
where in the budget. One of the biggest 
disappointments of the last Congress 
was the failure to pass an ethics reform 
package. Passing real ethics reform 
would be a good way to show the Ameri- 
can people that the 110th Congress is 
off to a fresh start. 

The recent election made clear that 
the American people are tired of partisan 
bickering and want a Congress that will 
address the nation’s problems. If both 
parties are willing to heed that message, 
the next two years can usher in a new 
era of congressional accomplishment.

“The states see alack of urgency on 
the part of the federal government, so 
they are taking the lead to address 
some of this country’s most pressing 
environmental and energy problems,” 
said Pan Godchaux, a former Republi- 
can Michigan State Representative who 
also coordinates the NCEL Midwest proj- 
ect.
